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of the late MO B— But before I go 
any farther, give me leave to pay due 
 Reverence to vid Captain TOM, acknow- 
- ledging, that his Bminencefhip is’ of quite 
_ gnother Family, that He, as we have bi- 
sherto been acquaimted with oim, is no Rela- 
tioo, not at alla Kin to, or has any of the 
Blood of this Beaft in his Body. 

And to purfue this Difference, let me 
 obferve, That the Rabble, we have been 
- Jately infulted with, have thewn us their 
peculiar Qoalifications, other than were 
ever feen here before s as follows,

broke, no Ynjary offer*d, no Grievance to 
complain of——A Goverament regulated by 
the Laws, and thofe Laws left ‘by the So- 
vereign to a free uninterrupted Courfe— 
No Criminal fkreen’d from Juftice, no Th- 
nocent ruin’d by the Torrent of Arbitrary 
Power, and even the Corre&tions of the 
Law difpens’d with Mildaefs, Clemency, 
and unheard of Moderation. No Mob 
could rife againft fuch a Government as 
this, but what muft come immediately 
from Hel]; Nothiog but the Devil, who 
hates Peace, who abhorrs juft Government, 
and was always an Enemy both to the ere@- 
ing of Laws,and to Princes preferving Juftice 
andTruth in theirDominions,could af in tbice 
This Mob had no other Caule to a& Hel 
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but what Sathan from the Beginning has 
encourag’d; Viz. Tyranny, and Raping 
Vices abhorr’d both in Prince and People. 

2. And to prove this, fee how it was 
carry’d on, not to redrefs the immediate 
Grievance they pretended to, tho’ that 
was incoherent and inconfiftent; for in- 
deed they had no immediate View at al—— 
But all the Thing before them was Plun- 
der, Theft, aud blood Murtherers 
and Robbers never before made a Moab to 
redrefs Grievances And here 
pray, let me give you a fhort Story to 
which I am a living Witnels In 
the/great Rifing of the Mobat the late Re- 
volution, they came to demolifh a Mafs- 
houfe, or rather Seminary of Popery, in 
an old Building, I think, they call’d Berkley 
Houle near St. Fohn’s Street They 
had affaulted the Houfe with Stones, and 
Staves, and fuch Tools as they had, bur 
could not get the Doors open—— Some of 
the moft forward call aloud for Crows or 
Sledges to fplit open the Gates, away run 
a Knot of Fellows down towards Cow- 
Crofs to find out a Smith’s, and bringing 
along with them his great Hammers or 
Sledges, they foon got Enterance 
When they were broke in, and all Hands 
bufie to pull down and demolifh, and as 
every one ftrove to be foremoft, it was not 
likely the Smith fhould get his Tools again. 
Hey, fuck fays one, Tom fays another 5 
why Fack you Dog, take care of the Sledges; 
carry home the Sledges, fays another 3 you 
Dog faysanother, you won’t rob the poor 
Smith | Gome here, let’s carsy bome the 
poor Man’s Sledges ; away they go, a little 
Troop, leave their Spoil,and carry’d home 
the poor Man all his Tools, every one, he 
did not lofe one; may, two or three of 
them lug’d away a great Hinge, with a 
Piece of the Gate hanging to it, to give 
the Smith the Ison. for the Ule of the 
Sledges. 


Here the Mob had a vifible End, and they 
purfu’d it without aiming at any private 
Perfons Injury ; and tho’ F do nec joftifie 


even that very Mob, yet in Comparifon to. 


this they are to be juftify'd: Thefe, as their 
Mouths were full of 


phemny and Damaa-. 


tion, (o their Hands were full of Violence 
and Blood ; as they pull’d down the Meet- 
ing-houfes, fo they robb’d the Minifters 
Houfes where they could, they ftole every 
Thing that was portable ; and as they burnt 
the Pews, Pulpits, and Bible, &c. fo they 
would have burnt the Minifters, if they 
could have found them. 

Again, their Aim at the BANK was a 
vilible Teftimony whither they tended ; 
no doubt, rifling the Bank was as much for 
the QUEEN, as‘demolifhing the Meetiog- 
houfes was fgr the Church. But of this f 
fhall have Room to {peak more at large. 

At prefent give me leave to {peak to 
thofe Gentlemes, who amufe the World 
with the new Notion, that ail this was tor 
the Defence of the Church, and that all 
theProfecution of Dr. Sachevere# was againft 
the Church—— I have ofren endeavour’d 
to convince this deluded People, that de- 
te&ing the Crimes of the Clergy, and pur- 
nifhing them, is the true Intereft and Safee 
ty of the Churck. 


I lately took the Boldnefs to talk to you 
of a Plot, and talk’d of my felfas an Infor- 
mex againft the QUEEN. I am perfwaded,I 
have given her Majefty no Offence-in its 
but trouble not your felves: about. that, 
Gentlemen, keave That and Me to her Ma- 
jefty’s Mercy. But thall I turn the Tables 
upon Dr. Sachevereland his Party, I mean 
that Party, who are angry at having juft 
Complaints made at the {candalous Vices of 
the Clergy. 

It ber Majefty is engag’d in Behalf of the 
Church of England in adeep,and well laid 
Defign to weaken the Intereft of the Diz 
Senters——And that this Proje&, God fpeed 
ber Majefty in it, isto put the Beft, the moft 
Pious, Holy, Learned,.and Laborious Di- 
vines that can be found, into Charges and 
Digaities in the Church, andnone but {v'ch, 
thereby to encourage Learning, Piety, Re 
formation, and Religion. 

For God’s Sake then, what Plot mug you 
be afiin? You Gentlemen of the High Church, 
that fkreen, defend, owa, and proteét a 
diffolute, prophane, loofe, ignorant, and 
DEBAUCH’D CLERGY—and that wince 
and kick, as if touch’d in a fore re 

e. 
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when thefe are Mruck at —— Be not angry, 
and if you are, expe is fhould be contend, 
if you are told, you arein a Plot with the 
Devil, to expofe Religion, and to pull 
down, if pofhible, the Church and Kingdom 
of Chriftin the World ; and were ic not 
that your Livery fhews you are of another 
Family, one would think, you were in a 
Plot wich thofe you accufe, to eftablifh them 
aod ruin the Church of England, 

It is in vaia to ufe Artifices to fix the 
Danger of the Church upon any Party af 
Men ia this Nation, but your felves 5 
Error, Herefie, Atheifm, Deifm, or Phana- 
ticifm, put all together, do not the Church 
fo much Mifchief as Devilifm ,; VICE is the 
Hand maid to ERROR, Crime ubhers ir 
Atbei{m, and an immoral, prophane Clergy 
always fil’d the Church with prepofterous 
Principles, and ever will do fo. 

If the Clergy are not Moral, bow flould 
they be Orthodox, if they regard not Mun, 
how fhould they fear God 5 if they are 
vnder 1o Difcipline, how fhould chey be 
regular ; and if fal/e in Prattife, how fhould 
they be fond in Principle This makes 
boneft Men abhor you, confcientions Men 
forfake you, the meak take Offence at you, 
andthe ftrong feparate from you 
And hence come Diffenters————_ Here 
they began, by this they encreas’d, and 
by the Continuance of this they are very 
much fupported. 

The firft violent Breach on the Morals of 
the Nation was that moft infamous Book of 
Sports, licenfing by Authority the Breach 
of the Lord’s Day; how many pious, wor- 
thy, yet conforming Divines left their Pul- 
pits, rather than read that accurs’d Book? 
This was the Englifh Son of Webat, that 
made: J/rael to fin—And as it wasa killing 
Stroak to the Morals of the Englifh Nation, 
we have from ita Feroboam Stroak, grown 
into a Proverb to this Day, when you ex- 

refs a dead Blow to any thiog; J believe, 
fer think thas Proverb bad that Original. 

. This was the Fereboam Stroak to the 
Church of England indeed ; here began. the 
very Thing call’d Diffentiog 5 and tho’ the 
Name of-Puritan, Precifiaw, and Phanatick 
has been beftow’d, the Thing was Diffent- 
ing, and nothing elfe 3 and it began in 


Diffenting from avitious Clergy, who joyn’d 
in with their wicked Superiors in promo- 
ting Vice and Prophanenefs in the Nation. 
And to thie Day, this has been the Encreafe 
of the Number of Piffenterss Ido not fay 
the Diffenters continue feparated on no other 
Account 3 but I do fay, this firft drove them 
headlong out of the Church, and daily 
drives Multitudes from the Church te 
them. 

They would fain raife a Story, as if the 
Diffenters were in a Plot to draw the mad 
High Church Mob Into the fate foolith 
Attempt of demolifhing the Meetiog- 
houfes—— Jt % indeed a mad Story; but 
this is a moft certaias fruth, tho’ a Paradox 
odd enough, that however you have thewn 
your Good-will to have the Meetings pull’d 
down, you ate the Men, who with your 
own Hands have byilt them up, and who 
are daily frighting honeft Men from the 
Church. 

Is it not enough to fend any well-meaning 
Man to the Meeting houfes, to fee 
Patfon D m, lie dead drunk in a 
Hogftie among the Swines to hear Dr. 
M——— {wear by his Maker, and dama 
his Neighbours like « Porzer 5 to have good 
Mr. fos of H. fs, blafpheme the 
Sacrament 3 XK; debanch bis own 
Niece; Pi—~ton write bawdy Songs, and 
the like 3 and yet all chefe remain Teachers 
of the People, Curers of Souls, Favourites 
of their Diocefan, and dark Lanthorns in 
the Charch The Stones would 
fpeak, and the Ages to come, who will 
certainly fpue thefe Monfters out of the 
Church, will rife in Judgment agaioft us, if 
me fpeak not Thefe Men will 
put the Church into Daager ; and if they, 
and fuch as they, are not purg’d aut, the 
Church in Time moft fink, and fall in her 
own Rujns I {ee no other Danger 
the Church is in at this Time, and I hume 
bly fubmit ic to the Judgment of the Par- 
liament now fitting, whether what I fay 
favours of any evil Detiga againft the 
Church, whofe Reformation and Reftora- 
tion I with from the Bottom of my Soul.
